RECTOR’S MESSAGE  ' | | 

The open offering at all services this Sunday will be given to 
the support of the theological schools of our Church, The need for 
this support is one that is only gradually dawning upon the com. 
sciousness of the Church as a whole, as, until fairly recently, the 
seminaries were able to make out on the generosity of large donors 
bath past and present. But these sources are now largely restricted 
and the demands upon the schools are rapidly increasing on every 
side. We take the supply of clergy largely for granted. All the 
churches nearby aie staffed, or seem to be. But there are at least 
four rectors of nearby parishes that desparately need curates and 
cannot find them, andi in the Church as a whole there are over 1500 
vacancies in missions, small parishes and curacies. Our seminaries 
are only able to graduate enough men to fill the places of those men 
who through death and retirement have left the ministry in a given 
year, They cannot supply the men to carry on advance work. 

I hope that our parish can give as generously as they have in 
the past. As is the custom throughout the Church the offerings will 
go to the school of which the Rector is a graduate, in our case, the 
Episcopal Theological School in Cambridge, Mass., unless other- 
wise designated. 

Our Presiding Bishop, the Rt. Rev. Henry K. Sherrill, has 
called the Church to a renewed spirit of Evangelism this Lent, That 
word “Evangelism” may have conotations that are perhaps unfor- 
tunate, but it means, in its truest and best sense, the task of each of 
us, the respousibility of each of us, to carry the spirit of the Gospel 
into all the relationships of our lives, and to share it with all with 
whom we come in contact. It is his hope that this Lent may be kept 
by the whole Church as it is meant to be kept, that Easter may find 
us with ia new vitality in our Christian living. 

‘As a first step Bishop Sherrill has asked for a Corporate Com- 
munion of the whole Church on the First Sunday in Lent, February 
15th. Before that time I hope that most of the families of the Parish 
will have been called on by fellow parishioners, that in the spirit of 
the Chinese Christian who prayed “O Lord, revive Thy Church, 
beginning with me” we may become, as a parish, a living witness 
to the power and strength of Christ’s Gospel.

RECTOR’S MESSAGE 


Although the first approaches of spring after an unusually 
hard winter make our Easter celebrations this year seem in one sense 
appropriate, yet in many people’s minds they seem. against the fears 
and talk of the last few weeks of the inevitableness of war, somehow 
ironic, as if to celebrate Easter one must shut his eyes to the hard 
necessities of real life. But Easter must always seem so to such minds. 
Easter’s glory can only be known against the black background of 
man’s fears and hates. For Easter and its hymns of triumph over the 
forces of Hell are the challenge that the Church throws down at the 
feet of the powers of darkness — that it is not true that mankind 
must bow to the inevitability of disaster for Jesus lives and death 
is conquered: that it is not true that man is the helpless pawn in 
the hand of a relentless destiny that grinds out unheeding his doom 
until the small sparks of his aspirations are at last crushed out — for 
Jesus lives and by His victory we too can rise to the full measure of 
His being and beauty. 


As Phillips Brooks once wrote: “He is alive! Do you believe 
it? What are you dreary for, O mourner? What are you hesitating 
for, O worker? what are you fearing death for, O man? Oh, if we 
could only lift up our heads and live with Him; live new lives, high 
lives, lives of hope and love and holiness, to which death would be 
nothing but the breaking away of the last cloud and the letting of 
life out to its completion!” 


May God give us some such blessing for our Easter this year!

The offering at all services on Good Friday will be, as has been 
the custom, for many years, for our share of the work of the Anglican 
Communion in the Holy Land, The enclosed folder has just been is- 
sued and shows how that work goes forward in that troubled land. 


May I ask that those of you who are parents of younger chil- 
dren, urge them to come to the afternoon service. The schools grant 
a holiday that they may come to Church and it would be unseemly 
if they regard that day only as occasion to be free from school.

As a result of a Student Volunteer Movement meeting in Eng- 
land, he offered his service to the Church Missionary Society in 
England for foreign service and in 1907 was sent to Korea, where 
he has spent his whole ministry — except during World War I 
when he was chaplain to a Chinese Labour Battalion, and in World 
War II when he was evacuated and served as an assistant Bishop 
in England from 1941-1946. He was elected Bishop of Korea in 1931 
and has his Cathedral in Seoul. ; 


Col. Fairchild writes that he has become much attached to the | 
Bishop since he has been stationed in Seoul, and that be is a fasci- | 
nating gentleman, and has a story that should interest all of us.

An additional $500.00 was sent direct to the P. B.F, 


making St. Martin's total for the 2nd year of the 
Presiding Bishop's Fund. $8,400.00 


To the monetary gifts of St. Martin's generous parishioners may 
be added many individual gifts of time and effort. The packing 
committee, under the able leadership of Mrs. F. W. W. Graham, Jr.. 
and Mrs. Howard Whitaker, have shipped to New Windsor since 
last May, 14 cans of fat, and approximately 3 tons of clothing, bed- 
ding, shoes, books, etc. . . This included many pocketbooks filled by 
Mrs. F. W W. Graham, Sr. and kit bags made from an old evening 
wrap and filled by Mrs. Geo. Woodward. In addition to this, parish- 
ioners contributed largely to the success of the Chestnut Hill Cloth- 
ing Collection in November. 'The Salvage Sewing Committee under 
the energetic direction of Mrs. Loring Dam, manufactured a goodly 
number of dresses, jackets, caps, booties, didies, and underwear. 
We hope to do much more work of this sort next year, so please 
save all your small or large scraps of material. The Misses Swift 
made about 30 pairs of booties from tiny wool pieces. Several peo- 
ple knit constantly, and it is a pleasure to send new sweaters, socks, 
etc. 


Aside from this we have sent to Packages for Britain 7 large 
cartons of clothing in excellent condition, to help out white collar 
families in England; and nine families in the parish have agreed to 
help regularly eleven families of St. Martin-in-the-Fields, London. 


The Barn Dance, Christmas Sale and World Relief Benefit 
were so successful that we plan to repeat them next year, also the 
Lending Library. 


'The Talent Bureau made its "pile" through such projects as sweat- 
er- washing, baby tending, barbering and selling vegetables (which 
netted Mr. Ashbrook $10.00 last summer; he recommends it as a 
way of helping painlessly). 

Since we are committed for at least another year to this com- 
pelling work, we must resume our efforts in the Fall, so please be 
thinking up ideas and making plans to add your energies to our next 
year's work. Any clothing or fat which comes in this summer will 
be sent to New Windsor, and the Auxiliary plans to do some salvage 
sewing to help out, Thank you for all your efforts, individual and 
collective. We cannnot urderestimate the morale value!

RECTOR’S MESSAGE 

Our Every Member Canvass will be on Sunday, November 21st, and I hope 
you are planning to help our Chairman, Mr. George Whitney, his seven captains 
and fifty and more visitors make it the success that we all hope for by coming to 
Church in the morning and by staying at home in the afternoon to receive your 
visitor. 

As in past years, you are asked to make a double pledge on the black side of 
the pledge card for the support of your parish, on the red side for the support of 
your Church in its activities outside of the Parish. Normally your pledge should be 
divided four parts on the black to one on the red as our budget calls for about 
$24,000 for Parish and $6,000 for Diocese and National Church. That latter 
figure is much smaller this year, as heretofore most of our giving on the red side 
has been thanks to one very large pledge, which is now being made directly to the 
Diocese. But the removal of that pledge means that we must do much better on the 
red side than we have in past years if our parish is to live up to its responsibilities. 

Everything given on the red side of the cards and offering envelopes is sent to 
the Treasurer of the Diocese. 40% of what he receives is used for the support 
of the Missionary work of the Diocese, for mission parishes, the City Mission, 
chaplains in state and city institutions, diocesan institutions and the Diocesan 
Departments of Christian Education, Christian Social Relations, etc. 

The balance is sent to National Headquarters. Of every dollar received by 
them, 75c is spent on direct missionary work — 28c in the missionary districts 
within the United States, 8c in American territory overseas (Alaska, Porto Rico, 
etc.) and 39c in overseas areas — Ác on Christian Education, 1c on Christian Social 
Relations, 1c on Laymen's work, 2c for the Woman's Auxiliary, 3c on Training 
Centers, 5c on Promotion and 9c on Administration. 


I do not know how to express strongly enough the urgency that each of us 
should realize that the red side of the card, the support of our Church in its wider 
outreach is as much a part of the responsibility of each one of us as the local parish.

RECTOR’S MESSAGE 


The Every Member Canvass on November 21st, will this year include 
a new item. I hope that every one of you have heard at least one of the 
programs “Great Scenes from Great Plays,” and have been as impressed 
with them as I have. If you have you will have heard Walter Hampden 
say that these programs are brought to you by the families of the Episcopal 
Church. More strictly, he should say, it is brought by the families of the 
Episcopal Church who last fall had enough faith in the promises of the 
Promotion Department of National Council to add 3% to their annual 
pledge to the Church. Enough came in last fall for 13 programs, i.e., until 
December 24th. 

Your vestry feels that these programs ought to be continued and have 
included 3% of what we need to raise to meet our parish expenses and of 
what we are asked to give for our Proportionate Share for the work of the 
Diocese and National Church, in the Parish side of the budget, and asks 


that each of you as you figure out what you will pledge for the support of 
the Church for next year to add 3% of your total pledge to the black side 


of your pledge card. For example if you pledge $1.00 a week on the black 
side and 25€ on the red, that is $1.25, of which 3% is 0.0375, your pledge 
on the red, that is $1.25, of which 396 is 0.0375, your pledge card would 
read on the black side $1.04 and on the red, $0.25. 

The program is as yet too new to be able to assess its real value. It 
takes, I am told, at least two months for a program of this type to prove 
itself. It is still in the experimental stage. In a true sense it is a venture 
of faith on the part of our communion, a pioneering in a new field of mis- 
sionary activity, and I do believe that it is well worthy of our whole- 


hearted support.

RECTOR’S MESSAGE 


Next Sunday, November 21st, you will be called upon by a fellow member of 
the Parish (that is if you live in the Postal Zones 18, 19, 28, 44) who will come to 
receive your pledge for the support of your Church for the coming year. Last week 
you received a pamphlet describing the work your Church is doing around the 
world. This week another comes to you, telling of the needs of your Church here in 
Philadelphia, with pledge cards and return envelopes enclosed. Unless you have 
questions to ask about the finances of the Parish, and the size of your pledge, you are 
asked to have the cards ready for the Visitor in the envelope, as he does not come 
to argue with you about the amount you should give. He does want your criticisms 
and suggestions for the improvement of our parish, and the strengthening of our 
fellowship. If you live outside the above Postal Zones you are asked to mail in 
your pledge cards as promptly as possible. 

On Thanksgiving Day, as has long been customary, the offering at both 
services will be for the Episcopal Hospital, which is counting on a generous offering 
to meet a deficit for this year of almost $200,000.00. This deficit is not affected by the 
“agreement” which has been entered into with the Hospital of the University of 
Pennsylvania, which does not take effect until January Ist, 1949. I believe that it 
should be made clear in the face of certain attacks that have been made upon the 
agreement, that the Hospital will continue to function at its present site, with its 
present staff augmented by others so that it can render even better service to the 
Kensington area for at least four more years. At that point, if the Hospital Board of 
Managers, the Board of the University Hospital, the so-called "Dieman Committee,” 
and the committee to be set up under the agreement of representatives of the 
Kensington area are all in agreement, certain services of the Hospital may be moved 
to a new building near the University Hospital, but other services will remain at 
Front and Lehigh Streets. In any case the Board of Managers retains complete 
control over the endowments of the Episcopal Hospital, and the Hospital remains 
a Church institution, with all that that implies. I do not believe that the Managers 
could have found a more generous or more satisfactory way out of their impasse, 
which has been caused not by inefficient or extravagant management, but by condi- 
tions that are felt by every hospital in the country. 

I hope that our parish will continue its generous support of this greatest of our 


diocesan institutions. ;

The Diocesan contribution was somewhat over $19,000, of which 
St. Martin’s gave more than $1,100. 350 women are on our Parish mailing 
list. 99 responded. That’s an active, vital core. Will they, through 
evangelizing two or three others, bring our spring total to 100%?

“At the meeting of General Convention in Philadelphia in 1946 the 
following resolution was passed: 


“Whereas, The Missionary Program of our Church is constantly bene- 
fited by the publications of the American Bible Society; and 

“Whereas, the members of our Church serving in the armed forces 
for the past five years were particularly helped by the wide distribu- 
tion of Bibles in camps, in combat units ashore and afloat; 


"Resolved, that the fifty-fifth General Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the U.S. A. urges upon all its members the 
continued support of the American Bible Society, so that it can 
carry forward the good news of the Gospel to all races and nations, 
each in his own tongue; and be it recommended that where practical 
offerings be taken throughout the Church on the Second Sunday in 
Advent, for the benefit of the American Bible Society. 


“This resolution expresses the official action of our Church in regard 
to the American Bible Society. However, official resolutions do not count 
for very much unless they are backed up by the action of the entire 
constituency of the Church. Our Church has fallen behind almost all others 
in support of this important work. I am glad to testify to its value and 
significance. I shall be grateful, therefore, if it will be possible to have 
such an offering as the resolution provides.

RECTOR'S MESSAGE 


'The services for Christmas this year have one significant change. 
With Christmas Day on Saturday, it was felt wiser to omit the Christ- 
mas Day Family Service and combine it with the Sunday morning 
service of Lessons and Carols. So that the late communion service will 
be at 11 o'clock with full choir and sermon on Christmas morning.

It is a tremendous thought that when God chose to reveal His 
nature to Mankind He did it, in and through a Family, that He, who 
taught us to pray "Our Father," spent practically all His life within 
the confines of a family, and bore all its responsibilities, and necessities, 
could point to it and say, here you find God.
